TAX RECEIVED 


BY GOVERNMENT 


TO CONDUCT WAR 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Washington, Apr. 10.—War taxes 


took from the pockets of the Amer- 
ican people $56,076,000 in Febru- 
ary, or $25l,S90,0'00 in the 
eight 


months since last July 1. These fig- 
ures, reported today by the internal 
revenue bureau are the tax increases 
for those periods over the same pe- 
riods of the yjar previous, and rep- 
resent substantially the result 
of 


heavier war levies- 
Total internal revenue collections 


in February were $89,130,000 and 
since July 1, 1917, $549,962,000. 
This is only one-seventh of the $3,- 
400,000,000 total expected from tax 
sources mainly income and excess 
profits taxes, before «£xt July 1. 
That many persons paid their in- 


;ome taxes assessments xour months 
before they were due is indicated by 
collections of $12.029.000 from this 
source in February. 
Corpor&iion in- 


come and excess profits tax" .collec- 
tions were $6.373.000. 


Considerable information on ihe 


rolume of business in freight, pas- 
senger, express, theatre, automobile, 
elephone and telegraph and other 
ines of commerce is disclosed by 
temized figures on tax receipts from 
these sources, contained in the re- 
port. 


Freight tax'collections of $4.625.- 


§$$. representing eight per cent of 
freight 
payments, 
indicaie 
that 


$154,173,000 worth of hauliug busi- 
ness \vas done by the 
railroads. 


Most of this probably was for Janu- 
ary, as reports on collections were 
several weeks late. 


The month's passenger fare i»ill 


of the nation apparently was $5&,- 
820,000, for aggregate 
collections' 


from the eight per cent tax on the 
cost of passenger tickets were $4,- 
465.000. 
Pullman fares paid 
by 
travelers must have been $4,468,000 
since the ten per cent tax: brought in 
$446,800. 
Express taxes, five per 
cent of the payment, were $767,000, 
indicating that the amount of busi- 
ness done was $15,355,000. 
From 


the tax of five cents on each tele- 
phone or telegraph message of fif- 
teen cents or more $1,063,000 was 
raised, indicating that 
21,275,000 


messages were despatched. 


TJie nation's theatre and amuse- 


ment bill for the month appears to 
be $37,053,000, as $3,708,000 was 
collected from the ten per cent tax. 
It also is indicated that the American 
people spent $3,659,000 for 
club 
dues every month, and pay ten per 
cent of. this as government tax. 


Apparently people are not buying 
as many decks of placing cards as a 
year ago, for the revenue figures 
show that tax was collected only on 
1,788,000 decks in the month, -as 
compared with. 2,896,000 in Febru- 
ary, 1917. Revenue was greater, 
however, owing to the raising of the 
federal tax from two to five cents a 
deck. 
The tax of three per cent on the 
sale price of automobiles and motor- 
cycles, yielded $2,320,000, indicat- 
ing that tax was paid on $77,352,000 
sales.

There has been to much eas> op- 


timism in putting over this war. We 
have been accustomed to say that 
the population and wealth of the 
United States and its allies are 
about twice what Germany and her 
allies have. Therefore, we must win. 


Wars are not won by the coun- 


tries that have the biggest popula- 
tion. 
Russia has three times as 


many people as Germany. Yet Ger- 
many administered a frightful whip- 
ping to her giant neighbor, and the 
Russians are cringing before her like 
whipped curs. 
Neither can wealth 


alone win the war. 


Our people are not Russir.ns. But 


we must learn what has been the 
source of Germany's marvelous suc- 
cess. 
Germany's people are not 


supermen. 
They are not smarter 


than any other people. 
It is simply 


that the entire national force is put 
into this war. 
Whatever spirit of 


dissent or revolt exists at home, it 
has so far amounted to nothing. 
Every man, woman and child is work- 
ing for the war.

lost 100,000 more than the allies. 
AJ tlie losses of the British and 
French are estimated 
;<t 150,000, 


that means 250,000 for the Ger- 
mans. Of course nearly half are not 
dangerously wounded, so that th^y 
can return in time to the field. But 
since the first six days the German 
losses have been very heavy. 
A 


total casualty list of 350,000 to 
400,000 would seem probable for the 
first two weeks of the drive. 


The loss of such an offensive is 


frightful. 
But by letting the enemy 


get the upper hand the war may be 
prolonged and the eventual casual- 
ties may be greater. 
And then the 


allies have had some very serious 
losses of war material. 
At least 600 


gi'iis and 100 tanks were taken by 
the Germans. These instruments of 
destruction will now be turned on 
our boys. 


The Germans broke the old trench 


line by a great concentration of 
troops and artillery. 
The guns cap- 


tured from the Russians and the 
Italians helped them greatly. It is 
not enough for our allies to have a 
superiority in artillery, if the enemy 
can keep coming over and taking it 
and turning it on us. 


It will be a matter discussed by 


military 
students 
for 
all 
time, 


whether the allies did better to let 
the Germans take the initiative this 
spring, or whether they should have 
kept it themselves even at a heavy 
ost. 
Could our allies have started 


an offensive of the first magnitude. 
he Germans would have found oc- 
cupation for the million men they 
have had to spare for this assault. 
The lesson of the whole thing is the 
mperative need of getting American 
roops over at the earliest possible 
moment.

the eleven states ate wet. The great 
majority of the dry states have yet 
to vote on the amendment. 


This is the off year in state legis- 


lation, relatively few of the legisla- 
tures being in session. Dry leaders 
anticipated that the bulk of their 
strength would be developed next 
year rather than this year. 
What 


few ratifications they would be able 
to obtain 
before January, 1919, 


would be merely the beginning, with 
the real fight in the future. 


But almost one-third of the re- 


quired number of legislatures have 
already voted their approval of a na- 
tion made dry by constitutional edict. 
Wets may well acknowledge it is now 
only a question of time—of a few 
months, perhaps—when the neces- 
sary thirty-six states will have writ- 
ten" prohibition into the national or- 
ganic law. 
If Ohio follows the lead 


of the other wet states, the legisla- 
ture elected in November will vote 
prompt approval of the amendment.
